(PVP) and the optional poloxamer are the sole stabilizers for the stabilization of the erythropoietin (EPO) and wherein the composition is 
free of serum proteins, other than EPO, derived from human and/or animal origin". This limitation was not previously considered in regard to 
the compositions of claims 1 , 1 9-20 and the dependent claims, and further analysis would be required to determine whether the limitation 
would have been obvious.
